1 . REFTEL IS CORRECT THAT DEPARTMENT WOULD LIKE THE 
EMBASSYTO FACILITATE THE MICRONESIAN WAR CLAIMS 
GROUP'S VISIT TO TOKYO AND TO INTERPOSE ITSELF AS CHANNEL 
TO GOJ. ALTHOUGH WE WERE INITIALLY ABLE TO DISSUADE 
THE MICRONESIANS FROM RUSHING OFF TO JAPAN. THE PASSAGE 
OF PL 95-134 MADE A WAR CLAIMS GROUP VISIT TO TOKYO 
INEVITABLE. THE DEPARTMENT DID NOT ENCOURAGE THE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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MICRONESIANS TO MAKE THE LATEST VISIT BUT IN INFORMAL 
DISCUSSIONS WITH VARIOUS MICRONESIANS WE AGREED TO 
FACILITATE THE VISIT AND URGED THAT ARRANGEMENTS BE 
MADE THROUGH EMBASSY TOKYO. 

2. THE MICRONESIANS HAVE NOT YET PROVIDED US WITH 
THEIR TRAVEL PLANS BUT AT THE COM SESSION LAST MONTH 
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IN PONAPE THEY INDICATED THAT THEY MIGHT VISIT WASHINGTON 
FIRST TO TOUCH BASE IN THE VARIOUS DEPARTMENTS AND 
CONGRESS. PERHAPS THE STATUS LNO HAS MORE RECENT 
INFORMATION. 

3. INTERIOR DEPARTMENT IS REQUESTING SUPPLEMENTAL 
FUNDS FROM CONGRESS FOR FULL PAYMENT OF TITLE II 
CLAIMS. INTERIOR DEPARTMENT UNDER SECRETARY 
JAMES A. JOSEPH HAS ALSO WRITTEN COUNSELLOR NIMITZ 
STRONGLY URGING THE DEPARTMENT TO OPEN DISCUSSIONS 
WITH THE GOJ FOR THE PURPOSE OF CONVINCING THE

4. WHILE THE DEPARTMENT HAS NOT CHANGED ITS POLICY

GOJ WERE FULLY AND FINALLY SETTLED UNDER THE 1969
